The meeting wa.s presided 
over by Jimmy Jones, chairman of the 
program committee, who introduced 
the speakers. 


"The Trend in Education" wa.s dis- 


cussed 
by County Examiner E. E. 


Austin. A. B. Wetbcringlon, principal 
nf Ihe Rlevins schools, called atten- 
tion lo the rural educational program 
now being advanced in the slate and 
a.sked the support of tho Hcmpstead 
county organization for rural educa- 
tion in Arkansas. 


James H. Pilkinton of the Hope high 


school was the principal speaker of 
the evening. Centering his remarks 
around the topic "What the Parent- 
TeachLT Organization Can Mean to 
Ihe Youth of Arkansas," Mr. Pilkinton 
said that in his opinion the trouble 
wilh all educational Arkansas in the 
past has been that too much attention 
has been given tu setting up various 
goals and too little attention given to 
the means .necessary to reach them. 
He said. "Tlie Parent-Teacher program 
for 1938 is both interesting and re- 
freshing, because it proposes to put 
emphasis where emphasis is needed, 
on 'means' instead of ends'." 


Mr. Pilkinton pointed out that Ihe

P. i'. A. was to promote the welfare of 
Ihe child and youth in the home, the 
.school, the church, and community 
and to bring a i-luscr relationship be- 
tween the home and the school that 
parents and teachers might co-operate

Attorney General Holds

to Liquor Vote 


LITTLE RCCK.-Loeal option elec- 


tions held under provisions of the 
state liquor act of 193S have no effect 
on sale of beer of less than 5 per cent 
alcoholjc content or the manufacture 
and sale of native wine, the attorney 
•Joneral's office held Tuesday. 


In an opinion to Revenue Commis- 


sioner Z. M. McCarroll, Assistant At- 
torney General Millard Alford said 
that separate elections, provided for 
in the 1933 beer legalization act are 
necessary to outlaw sale of beer. 


Commissioner McCarroll requester, 


the opinion afler the Johnson county 
grand' jury asked him lo revoke all 
beer licen.sos- in Johnson county, which 
voted out the sale of liquor in a sjwcial 
election several weeks ago. 


"You will note that native wine is 


expressly excluded from any and all 
provisions of Act IDS of 1935 (the Thorn 
liquor control act)," Mr. Alford wrote. 
"Native wine is controlled and rcgu-

Jatcd by Act 69 of 1935, known as the 


training of the | 'Clerget Wine Bill.' Il contains no 


provisions whatever for the prohibtion 
of the manufacture and sale of native 
wine by a local option vote.

MARSEILLE, France — (IP) — Eight 


persons were killed and six injured 
Wednesday in the crash of an Air 
France flying boat against the Mar 
seille breakwater at the moment of 
takeoff.

was starling her scheduled flight to 
Ajaccio, Corsica, on the Marseille-

Tliis is why marriages at a very early 


age are, as a rule, not advisable. The 
chances are too great of a very young 
couple marrying because of a tem- 
porary fascination, or physical inflatu- 
alion, without true lovc having de- 
veloped, there are, of course, excep- 
tions to the rule where early mar- 
riages turn out to have been based 
upon genuine lovc. But they are ex- 
ceptions, and those very young people 
could not have been as sure when they 
married of the existence of the gen- 
uine article as they really should have 
been. 


More Than Infatuation 


In the second place, love is more than 


infatuation. 
Infatuation robs one of 


normal judgment. It, according to a 
definition 
in Webster's Dictionary, 


makes one foolish. It inspires with a 
foolish and extravagant passion. 
It 


prevents sound reasoning concerning 
the object of infatuation. Infatuation 
is a little stronger than fascination. 
It goes deeper within the nature of 
the individual. 
It is usually more 


closely connected with unrestrained 
animal passion. But this is not lovc. 
Love i.s on a different plane. 
It i.s 


finer, more wholesome, more abiding, 
and more constructive. 


The emotional feeling Or attraction

New Device End» Glare 


Reflected by Paintings 


SOUTHBRIDGE. Mass.-WV-Soionce 


has made it easier to look at works 
of art. 


The glare which often makes it im- 


possible to view an oil painting except 
from certain angles has been over- 
come by using lamps with polaroid 
windows, says Harold R. Moulton 
researcher for the American Optical 
company. 


Polaroid sheets make use of quinine 


and iodine crystals to filter out the 
rays that cause glare. Until now there 
never has been avalaible enough ma- 
terial, such as the mineral calcite 
used in Nicol prisms, to filter suffi- 
cient polarized light to make such an 
application practicable.
